The Poet of the Sierras has a world-wide reputation as a poet and author. He was born in the Wabash district of Indiana, 
and before entering his teens accompanied his parents to Oregon. As a youth he wasa miner in California, but abandoned mining 
in 1860 to study law. This did not prove to his liking, and the fellowing year he was an express messenger in the gold mining dis- 
tricts of Idaho. Two years later he was editing the Democratic Register at Eugene, Ore. Having been admitted to the bar, he 
opened a law office in Canyon City, and ‘in 1886 was elected Judge of Grant County. 

It was while filling the judgeship that ne began his literary career and came to be known as Joaquin Miller, using that nom de 
plume to his first two collections of published poems. He is alleged to have selected the signature because of his sympathy for 
JoaquinMurietta, a Mexican accused of brigandage, and in whose defense he published a paper. While touring in Europe in 1870 he 
published his first volume of sustained verse. 

Returning to America, he engaged in journalism in Washington, D. C., remaining Uhere until 1887, when he returned to California, 
where he has since lived and earned the title of the “Poet of the Sierras.”’ 

He is the author of several volumes of prose, including ‘““The Danites,’ 
poems are “‘Songs of the Sierras,” “Songs of the Sunilands,”’ “Songs of the Desert,

Mrs. Lizzie Russell, a widow, owning her 
own home at 2629 West Chestnut street, ds 
also a Spiritualist and has taken great in- 
terest in the development of the acience. 
While Mrs. Russell is not a trance emdium 
nor is she engaged in giving lectures, she 
takes great interest in attending the seancés 
of other Spiritualists and at these she has 
frequently met her dead husband, in the 
sp.rit, and aiso John F, Taubold, in the 
flesh. 

It was at these seances that Mrs. Rus- 
sell and Mr. Taubold became acquainted 
with each other. -When Taubold attended 
these seances his family supposed he was 
out working with politicians or was kept 
at his office. They had not the least idea 
that he was sitting in a circle of persons 
all joining hands and listening to messages 
from the dead. 

Because of Mrs. Russell's acquaintance 
with Taubold, a reporter called to see her 
Wednesday. Her housekeeper opened the 
door, 

“No, Mrs. Russell is not in the city,” she 


said. “She and her daughter Hannah left 
a week ago Tuesday evening on the steam- 
boat Quincy for St. Paul to spend two 
weeks.” 

“Did Mr. Taubold ever call here?” 

“Oh, yes; quite frequently,” she _ said, 


and then Mrs. Russell's 10-year-old son, 
who had been left behind, joined in and 
said Mr. Taubold had only called ae few 
times. 

The boy said that he had acompanied his 
mother and sister on the boat and that Mr. 
Taubold was not there. He had not called 
at the house since Mrs. Russell left. 


The boy said that Mr. Taubold would gea- 


erally called to take Mrs. Russell to a spirit- 
ualistic seance: anyway, that is where she 
told the people in the house that she and

Mrs. Russell's neighbors are not inclined

ON BOARD THE STEAMER CITY OF 
MEXICO, VICTORIA, B. C., July 27.— 
Here I am, on the water at last, headed up 
the coast for Junéau, Dyea, the Klondike, 
and glad to get on the water and away 
from the rush, rattle and goar of insane 
Seattle. 

I have not seen such excitement since 
the rush to Salmon River, 1862, when Idaho 
and Montana were found to be gold fields; 
when they -were as yet unknown and mere 
immature coupons to be cut from Oregon 
and Washington Territory. I have finished 


the first 1,000 miles from San Francisco toi 


Seattle, and now a short 1,000 miles more 
and I will be climbing the savage-fronted 
Chilkoot Pass, with fifty pounds on my 
back and my face to the Morning Star. 

Seattle is simply seething. Portland, too, 
is disturbed to the center, but not so 
wildly as Seattle. The nearer I get to the 
gold fields the more intense the excitement, 
and the more certain it seems that there 
are tons .of gold in the Klondike mines, 
Yesterday I stopped at Oregon City to lay 
in a supply of blankets. I was at first re- 
fused. 

‘We are compelled to run night and day.” 

“Why, what for?’’ 

*“‘Kiondike.”’ 

And now something about the routes and 
some reasons for the turmoil at Seattle. 
The enterprising navigation company that 
has contro) of the great Alaska River, said 
to be only second to, if not the peer of, the 
‘“‘Father of Waters,’’ will not carry supplies 
for any one but themselves, as the river 
is only navigable three months in the year 
and is more than 2,000 miles long. Men, es- 
pecially poor men, hesitate to commit 
themselves to the mercy of the monopoly 
and so be compelled to buy supplies at the 
end of a long voyage at whatever figures 
the company sees fit to fix. Yet it is said 
that the monopoly has thus far been very 
just. 

It is remarkable that of these two and 
only routes to the mines the one enters the 
great river at the mouth and the other at 
the very fountain. The Yukon makes a 
mighty horshoe with the toe to the North 
Pole. The mines are to the south of the 
curve, so that one going by the mouth of 
the river has a very long voyage from San 
Francisco, yet a comparatively easy one 

For ‘all you have to do hy that route ts 
to step aboard at San Franciseo, change 
boats on reaching the Yukon, and sit still 
till you're landed right in the mines. 

Here's what a most reliable citizen of 
Seattle writes from Dawson: 

“Il'p to this date this vear 2,000 people 
have crossed the summit, and about the 
same number wintered here. Every effort 
is being made this year to have in store 
provisions for the coming winter. The 
steamers Bella and Alice, with barges, will 
make five trips each from &8t. Michaels, 
bringing about 4 tons each per trip, mak- 
ing about 4,50 tons. Foyr thousand five 
hundred tons of supplies for only about 
5,000 people, or possibly 5,000 before the rush 
is over, looks all right.” 

There will be no starvation under any 
circumstances in the Kiondike mines either 
this year or next. A great many people 
are crying: “Wolf! when they can, as you 
can see by a little counting, find no wolf at 
all. For, to say nothing of the thousands 
of tons taken in by the steamer, all the 
men who have gone in by the way I am now 
going, what is called the “short-cut,” took 
in and are still taking In loads and loads 
of supplies. 

Now, I am not going to take the respon- 
sibility of advising any to come on this 
year. Rut of two things I am certain, from 
what I have found out, since coming to this 
Sound. 

First, there is no possible chance for a 
famine in the mines: and 

Second, the dangers and hardships and 
cost of getting there have been greatly ex- 
ag«erated 

This is no new thing In the gold discover- 
fee and is only a bit of human nature. You 
see the discoverers ‘and those who come in 
early want to hold and keep all in sight tll 
they can get their fnends W. 

I am not going to say anything unkind of 
the dauntiess men /n the Klondike. I only 
know the men who discovered the Salmon 
River mines, in Idaho, sent out runners and 
posted notices to keep people from rushing 
in. and we used these very some arguments: 
“Starvation and Intolerable hardship.” But 
nobody starved, and while a few perished 
in the snow it must be remembered that 
men die from indigestion as well as from

I will never live with 
her again—such a miserable home is but a 
mockery of the name.

The foregoing from the lips of pretty 
Mabe] Blagg, as she gazed wistfully out of 
the iron screened window in the Four 
Ccurts detention room. 

As told in a late edition of the Post-Dis- 
patch, the Blagg girl was arrested Tuesday 
afternoon on a telegram from the Chicago 


police. Shortly before she was taken in 
custody, Gus Zink, sometimes known as 
Brooks, of & prominent St. Louis family, 
Was arrested by Special Officer Williams, 
‘harged with enticing the young girl from 
her home. 

Zink was captured on a street car at 
Sixth and Pine streets. He is a brother of 
William Zink, a real estate broker. 

The girl was found at the residcnce of 
Zink'’s mother, 3129 Cass avenue. When 
Zink arrived here w'th her last Friday he 
took he: to the home of his mother and 
introduced her as his wife. 

Imm.d.ately after the arrest of the pair 
the Chicago authorities were notified. Wed- 
nesday morning Active Chief K ely received 
a dispatch from the Chicago police saying: 
“Hold Zink and the B'agg girl unt] officer 
arrives with requisition. Zonk is wanted 
for abduction and larceny—siole $30 from 
Mrs. Clark.”’ 

The Mre. Clark ment'oned in the Chicago 
dispatch is the mother of the Blagg girl, she 
having married and separated from A. V. 
Clark, a New York merchant. 

“They can never ecnvict Gus of abduc- 
tion,”’ said the girl, “for ne did not abduct 
me. I persuaded him to ake me from my 
awful surroundings in Ch'cago. Gus did 
not take any money; it was his own money 
‘hat he used in pay ng our expenses. He | 
had roomed at our house for about a year, 
He waz k_nd to me and I loved him. When 
he started to leave Chicago, July 9, I felt 
ag £ my heart would break. 

“‘Gus has been kind to me and I w'!] never 
forsake him. I will go with h'm wherever 
he goes. He has done nothing wrong.”’ 
In the beginning of the .interview the 
girl said she was legally marred to Zink. 
When closely pressed for details of the 
wedding she hesitated a moment and then 
said: 

“Well, whatever I am, my mother is to 
blame. The wonder is that I am not worse 
—reared as I have been from childhood,”’ 
‘I expect to get out of here on habeas 
corpus,” said Zink when seen in the ho!d- 


Killian Redenow, a white man at the 
City Hospital, is gradually turning whiter. 
He is affiicted with leucoderma, the disease 
which occasionally makes white men of 
negroes. 

There is no known cure for Redenow’'s 
peculiar complaint. If the disease pro- 
gresses he wll be transformed from a bru- 
nette to a bleached blonde. The process is 
already well under way. 

Redenow up to a year and a half ago was 
a soldier in the German army. The first 
indication he had of his strange malady 
was the appearance of white spots on his 
wrists. Gradually the same condition pre- 
vailed on the upper part of his bee. Now 
he is as dappled as a calico pony. The spots 
are a dead white, in striking contrast with 
the remainder of the young German’s 
bronzed cuticle, 

Physic'ans at the City Hospital say there 
‘s no cure for Redenow. The disease is not 
dangerous and not discomforting to the pa- 
tient. It is a pecullar feature of leuco-

and reappear in summer. In Redenow’'s 
case the bleachirg out process is affecting 
the hair and scalp. His hair ‘ts naturally a, 
chestnut brown.

Dr. Reder says that in 
some instances the bleaching process con- 
tinues until the emire skin and hair are 
whitened.

Leucoderma is one of the medical mys- 
teries; Though physicians believe it is due 
to an impover'shment of cell tissues in! 
certain parts of the body, they have found 


no means of restoring the tissues to’a 
normal state. A patient once afflicted re- 
mains so all his life. The outward condi- 


tions are much the same as those found 
in leprosy in its initial stawze, the only diifer- 
ence being that in leucoderma the affected 
parts are sensitive. 

Rederow is a surly patient. He cannot 
see why he should be confined in a hos- 
pital, for he is a man of great phys.cal 
vigor. But occasionally he jokes about his 
affiiction, referring to white spots on his 
shoulders as ‘“‘epaulettes.”’

CIVIL SERVICE ORDER. 


It Will Affect St. Louis and East St. 
Louis Deputy Collectors.

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 28.—The mod!- 
fication of the civil service order of Presi- 


dent Cleveland, which was made public 
by Maj. McKinley to-day, takes from 
the civil service list all the deputy 
collectors of revenue in St. Louis and

The first 
changes made under the new law will be 
made in East St. Louis, to which point 
the Cairo revenue collector’s office was 
recently removed.

President McKinley has promulgated the 
following important amendments in the ciy- 
il service rule Il. 

No removal shall be made from an 
position subject to competitive omeaa 
nation except for just cause and upon 
written charges filed with the head of 
the department or other appointing of- 
ficer, and of which the accused ghall 
have full knowledge and opportunity to 
make defense. 

He has also amended rule III. so as to 
include within the classified service the em- 
ployes of all custom house offices without 
regard to the number of employes. Hith- 
erto the classification embraced customs 
offices where the number of employes was 
five or more. This order brings into the 
classified service sixty-five hitherto unclas- 
sified customs offices.

AMERICANIZING THE. MILLS. 


WORKMEN TELL SAD STORIES OF 
HARD TIMES. 


An Occasional Day’s Work at Less 
Than the Regular Scale 
of Wages. 


The Niedringhaus rolling mill strike was 
practically erded Wednesday morning. 

Out of 175 workmen who had participated 
in (ae walk-out, 155 reported for duty. 

The few who refused to return say the 
work will only last a short while, until the 
material on hand is worked off and that 
then the mills will be shut down for the 
winter. 

It appears there has been something of an 
international feud in the contest. 

Several years ago the roller hands were 
nearly all of foreign birth, principally Ger- 
mans and Welsh. Now the majomty of 
them are young anc stalwart Americans 
The Americans stood with the Germens in 
demanding the regular scale of wages, but

Chattel Deeds of Trust in Favor With 
Bankrupts. 


Within the last few weeks there have been 
& great many chattel deeds of trust filed 
with the Recorder which are to all intents 
and purposes assignments shorn of some of 
the| features objectionable to the assignee. 
Thé lawyers are discuss'ng the new system 
of failing and wondering how long it will 
continue before it meets with a setback. 
The system now gaining unpopularity 
avaids court costs and evades the court su- 
pervision. A merchant finds that h's busi- 
ness is going backward. He does not make 
& regular assignment, but draws up a chat- 
tel| mortgage and appoints a trustee, to 
whom, for the consideration of one dollar, 
he turns over his business. This trustee is 
to continue the business or sell it out, as 
the deed may direct, in trust for certain 
creditors who are mentioned specifically in 
the deed. Usually all the creditora are 
named, so that each one is given a fair 
chance, but it is possible at any time to 
make this kind of a deed mentioning only 
sudh creditors as the merchant may see fit 
to prefer.

Is IN IT DENIED. 


CAPITAL OF $200,000,000. 


WILLIAM J. LEMP SPURNS OFFERS 
TO COMBINE. 


The English Syndicate Said to Be Be- 
hind the Movement to 


Consolidate. 


Now it is the brewers’ trust. 

Information reached St. Louis from New 
York Wednesday that a consolidation is 
being rapidly consummated between the 
American brewers, maltsters and hop-grow- 
ers interested in the English group of prop- 
erties in Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Detroit, 
Milwaukee, St. Louls, Rochester, Baltimore 


and other large cities. 

The capitalization is said to be not less 
than $200,000,000. 

The scheme is to form State combinations 
with a view of becoming members of a 
national brewing company. 

Propositions have been submitted to more 
than 100 brewing concerns and sealed op- 
tions for the sale of malt house plants val- 
ued at $20,000,000 will be opened in New York 
City Tuesday next. Seymour Scott of Ly- 
ons, N. Y., is conducting the deal, but he 
denies having any connection with the brew- 
ery trust. In his opinion the English in- 
vestors have already lost money and are 
not concerned in the new movement to con- 
solidate. 

Thé trust has certainly not struck the biz 
breweries of St. Louis. At least the “Lemp 
and the Anheuser-Busch are not in it. 

The English syndicate controls seventy- 
nine breweries in the United States, with 
an annual output of about 6,000,000 barrels. 
| Their chief property is in St. Louis, where, 
in the plants of the Anthony 3 Kuhn, Bre- 
men, rinkwirth-Nolker, Chefokee, Excel- 
sior. Green Tree, Gries:idieck, Grone, Hyde 
Park, Klausmann, adverty Miller Bros., 
Schilling & Schneider, Stifel, Wainwright, 
Winkelmeyer and Helms Brewing compa- 
nies, they brew annually 800,000 barrels. 

The Philadelphia Brewing Co., through J. 
| P. Persch, has made offers to sixty-nine 

breweries, and most of them have answered 

favorably, It is proposed to put the man- 
ager of each brewery on @ salary of $10,000 

a year. 

R. Knippenberg, corresponding secretary 
of the Anheuser-Busch Brewing Associa- 
tion, speaking for Adolphus Busch, who is 
in Germany, said: “This newspaper talk 
from New York in coupling the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association with the alleged 
Brewers’ Trust is wholly gratultous. It is 
simply balderdash from some promoter, 
who ig trying to get options to speculate 


on. ' 

“Adolphus Busch has agaid, time and 
again, that the property of which he is the 
head is not for sale at any price, and I am 
perfectly safe in repeating that assertion 
now. More than this, I can say further 
that Mr. Busch is not a ‘trust’ man. e be- 
lieves in individual enterprise making its 
way on its own merit, 

“This property, as Mr. Busch once told 
a syndicate agent, is worth more to him 
than any one else, and for that reason it 
was ueeless to talk about buying it. He has 
put it where it is without the aid of foreign 
capital; he has built it up by the patronage 
of the American people; he is under obil- 
gations to them for the confidence they 
have in his goods, and he feels it his duty 
to sustain that confidence by giving the 
same class of goods for which they have 
helped him on to fortune. If this brewery 
were to go into a trust there would be no 
such thing as Anheuser-Busch beer, because 
the trust would not make the same quality 
of beer as we do—the pure product of malt. 
Then the name of the brewery would be 
worth nothing; it would be claseed alon 
_Wéth other breweries, and the trade it woul 
command would cease to respect it. 

This has been the fate of every brewery, 
however great its name, that entered a 
trust, and all of its boasted special ‘brews’ 
wh hy more respected than common bucket

“The Lemp brewery is not an infant in- 
dustry and needs no protection by a strong- 
armed trust. It has been in business for- 
ty-eeven years, and has grown strong 
enough to stand alone on its own resources 
and take its chances in the field of com- 


brewers’ trust that Is being #80

im under the new law passed by the last 
State Legislature which makes !t a peniten- 
tiary offense to “‘ring’’ a horse in this State. 

There have been many cases of “ringing’’ 
on the St. Louis tracks prior to this one. 
The most barefaced of all was the Post 
Odds case at East St. Louis, and the “ring- 
ine’ of Ulf at South Side under the name of 
High License. 

In only the latter case were arrests made. 
The prosecution failed, however, for the 
reason that there was no law to cover the 
case. 

The new law under which the Fair Asso- 
ciation officials hupe to prosecute Hazen- 
feld’s case to a successful issue reads as 
follows: 

“Section 1—It Is hereby made unlawful, 
etc., to enter any horse, mare, etc., under 
any other than its true name for any purse 
offered by any agricultural or other associa- 


tion. 

“Section 2.—Any person or persons found 

ullty of this act shall, on conviction, etc., 
c imprisoned in the State Prison for not 
less than two, nor more than three years. 

“Section 3.—The names of any horse, etc., 
for the purpose of entry for competition In 
any coptest shall be the name under which 
said horse has publicly performed and shall] 
not be changed after having once so per- 
formed or having contested for a prize, ex- 
cept as provided by the code of printed rules 
of the society or association under which 
the contest is advertised to be conducted. 

“Section 4.—The records of all racing asso- 
ciations shall be admitted as evidence in 
all cases brought under this act.”’ 

It will be noticed from the above that 
the punishment in such cases is now severe 
and well defined and that the existence of 
such a law has placed all of the parties 
who were mixed up in the Little I Am case 
in a very dangerous position.

GOT HANKE RELEASED. 


SORRY FOR LITTLE MEREDITH. 


THE CRIPPLED CHILD GRIEVED 


FOR HIS FATHER. 


Could Not Sleep and Refused to Be 


Comforted While the Loved 


One Was in Prison. 


A woman's heart was touched by the 
piteous cries of a crippled child for ita 
father, and knowing that the lIittle one 


could only be comforted in the arms of 
one it loved, she succeeded in causing pris- 
on doors to open that the members of a 
family might be reunited. 

William P. Hanke was released Tuesday 
from jail, bond in the sum of $1,000 having 
been furnished by C. 8. Stewart, a collector 
for the St. Louls Bridge and Terminal Co. 

The statements in these two paragraphs 
are interwoven, one being the pathetic 
side to a atory, the other the practical. 

Hanke, who lives at 1814A Papin street, 
and conducts a news stand at Eighteenth 
and Market streets, was arrested July 1 
on the charge of sending through the mal] 
information as to where obscene literature 
could be obtained. . 

After the father had been taken by the 
Government officers from the home, the 
child, Meredith, who for two years has 
been a cripple, sobbed for hours and his 
mother could not eomfort him. The little 
one seemed to realize the disgrace to which 
his father had been subjected, and repeat- 
ediy exclaimed in a tear-choked voice: 

“Much as I loved papa, I wish he had 
died before they took him to jail.”’ 

This utterance, remarkable on the part 
of a boy who Is but 7 years of 6, may be 
accounted for by the fact that he had al- 
Ways associated with older people, and had 
been his father’s almost constant compan- 
fon since the accident which rendered him 
a cripple. 

While Hanke was in jail, awaiting the 
Meredith wor- 
ried and fretted so that his mother feared 
he would be seriously ill. The child would 
moan and sob and seemed unable to sleep 
at night and frequently cried aloud during 
the hours of darkness.

Mr. Hanke would take 
him out for a car ride every morning and 
spend an hour or two in one of the parks. 
Since he has been taken away from us 
Meredith has been deprived of his daily ride 
and has no heart for anything. 

“I determined that the child's father 

should be released. I investigated and be- 
lieved that Mr. Hanke was more sinned 
against than sinning. I saw Commissioner 
Gray and learned that he could be released 
on a $1,000 bond. en I spoke to my hus- 
band. He accompanied me to the Hankes 
and saw for himself. I told him yesterday 
that he need not come hqme until he had 
gone on that bond and restore the father 
to the crippled boy. Mr. Stewart was as 
glad to do it as I was to have bim do it. 
“I deserve no credit,” said Mr. Stewart. 
“Tt is my wife’s doing. I would be worse 
than brute had I not done what I did. I saw 
the boy when his father was restored to 
him and I saw the father. That man will 
never jJeave his child voluntarily, but I 
would have signed his bond had I known 
he would leave next day. The golden rule 
is my religion. 

A Post- ispatch reporter and artist were 
at the Hanke home shortly after he wa3 
released. Little Meredith lay on a pallet 
with his twisted limbs and emaciated body 
covered only with a light spread. He was 
in the middle of the room so that he might 
be fanned b the breeze. His face was 
haggard and drawn, showing the suffering 
he had undergone. But his large violet 
eyes, shaded by long, dark lashes, rested 
affectionately on his father. 

Meredith’s body is slight for his 7 years, 
but his head is as large as an adult's. It is 
not misshapen and the boy has an intellect 
beyond his years. He has never attended 
school, but he can read and he writes fairly 
well, — 

“Oh, I am so glad papa is home again,” 
he said, clasping his father’s head in his 
frailarms. ‘“‘Now we will f° riding like we 
used to, and I will get well. Papa used to 
take me to the park every day. I l'ke 
Forest Park best. It is so large. When I 
get well papa will take me down to the 
store and I will sell papers again.’”’ 

Mr. Hanke agreed with his boy in every- 
thing, though it ts not likely he believes his 
son will ever be able to get out of the house. 
The spinal disease is slowly but surely kill- 
ing him. Several large ulcers have de- 
veloped and the physicians are unable to 
heal them. Little Meredith is hopeful, how- 
ever, and despite the fact that all the fami! 
are ready to obey his slightest command, 
he is not unreasonable nor peevish and pa- 
tiently and uncomplainingly bears his af- 


flictions.

or mysterious solar atmosphere. 

This is known,as the annular eclipse and 
the positions of the heavenly bodies are such 
that St. Louis will have a good view of the 
partial obscuration. ‘To observers in the 
tropics more of the sun’s surface will be 
shaded—indeed they will see but a narrow 
circle of light surrounding the dark area. 

Speaking of this eclipse, Rev. Irl Hicks 
said Wednesday morning: 

“I would advise persons to remain indoors 
to-morrow evening or to carry umbrellas 
if they go out. No planet exerts a more 
powerful influence upon the earth’s meteor- 
ological conditions than does the moon, and 
the influences are especially active at the 
time of an eclipse. , 

“I look for a hot day to-morrow and an 
atmospheric disturbance in the evening, fol- 
lowed by several days of cool weather. 

“All my observations have shown that 
such atmospheric conditions follow an 
eclipse, and they will undoubtedly prevail 
to-morrow.”’

HE WARNS THE ADVENTUROUS. 


| 


B. F. Purcell Returns With a Fortune 
and Describes the Terrors 
of the Climate. 


B. F. Purcell is the first Missourian to re- 
turn from the Klondike gold fields. 
He is the center of attraction at High 


gomery County and many St. Louisans are 
flocking to his home in search of informa- 
tion concerning the new Golconda. 

Mr. Purcell, who is 57 years old and had 
mined in California and Montana before 
going into the extreme Northwest, corrobo- 
rates the stories of treasure finds that have 
come from that region. 

He also tells of the hardships that must 
be endured and warns those not possessed 


of good constifutions to remain away. 

“Last winter the mercury fell to 62 de- 
grees below zero,"’ said he, “and we were 
told it was not a cold winter compared 
with others. In summer the heat is intense 
and the humidity such as to make life al- 
most unbearable. The torture inflicted by 
mosquitoes and big flies is such that I hav: 
seen men throw themselves upon the ground 
and roll over and over in their agony.”’ 

Because of these extremes in temperature 
and the scarcity of provisions, Mr. Purcell 
believes an epidemic of sourvy will sweep 
the region before spring. , 

“It was all the steamship companies could 
do to supply food for the men in the region 
last summer and as the river transportation 
facilities of the Alaska Commercial Co. 
have not been increased, I fear many a 
man will pay dearly for his search in the 
Yukon territory.” 

A fire was responsible for Mr. Purcell’s 
trip to Alaska. His store was burned at 
Rich Hill, the insurance money was tied 
up and for the third time in his life he 
found himself penniless. 


Judge Peers of Rich Hill advanced him 
$300 and Purcell started for Alaska* fifteen 
months ago. He has returned with $60.0in) 
and in addition has a half interest in a 


claim that men are working for him and 
which promises to make him a wealthy 
man. He says that he will return to the 
Territory in the spring and look after his 
interests. 

Mr. Purcell left a score of little gold nug- 
gets in San Francisco to be formed into a 
watch chain. He expects the souvenir will 
be forwarded him soon. 

The gold fields are not along the Yukon 
River, Mr. Purcell says, but are on the 
banke of tributary streams. Claims had 
been staked off in every direction when he 
left. but there are unexplored regions where 
there is undoubtedly rich pay dirt to be 
found 

Mr. Purcell’s companion, tn his search for 
gold was Jacob Halterman of Hardin, Ray 
County. Mo. They shared equally in the 
wealth which they dug from the ground. 
Other Missourians who are in the Klon- 
dike region are Harry Spencer, from SBt. 
Joseph, and George Harmon and George 
Alexander, from Nodaway County. 

Mr. Purcell saye it is poss!ble to work the 
dirt when the thermometer is 3 degrees 
below zero. It is piled in heaps and then 
sluiced off dur'ng the hot months—July and 
August. Thus the actual panning of gold 
takes place in midsummer.

KENEKE HANG HIMSELF. 
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But Existence Without Labor Had No 
Charms for the Old German 
Cabinet-Maker. ; 


Few men commit suicide for such a rea- 
son as thut which made Christian Keneke 
hang himself at 211 North Tenth street. 
Often men who couldn’t get work to sup- 
port a suffering family have put an end to 
themselves; sometimes they have been 
known to kill their families before they 
killed themselves. 

But old man Keneke had nothing to worry 
him, so far as his family was concerned. 
His sons were grown and gelf-supporting, 
and his two daughters were married to 
prospering men. He had a bank account, 
and his two-story brick residence was tom- 
fortably furnished. 

The only trouble old man Keneke had was 
that he had been without work for two 
months. He loved work more than he did 
his wife and children. 


Keneke was a cabinet-maker, and a good 
one, too, his sons say. He was 71 years old, 
but strong and in good health. He came to 
America from Prussia when about 21 years 
old, and had lived in St. Louis for forty 
years. Many pieces of furniture, price- 
less on account of their quaint design, are 
to be found in the drawing rooms of a 
number of old St. Louis families. They 
are specimens of the skill of Christian 
Keneke. 

Orders were plentiful, and Keneke was 
saving. He was enabled to own his home 
and give his children education and other 
advantages. He was an indulgent father 
and a considerate husband, but he thought 
more of his. work bench:’and tools than 
anything else. When he wasn’t engaged on 
a job for other :people he was busy at 
something for himself. In his home are 
many shelves of fanciful shape, and cab- 
inets and chests of drawers, highly orna- 
mented, which Keneke made in his spare 
hours. 

Six years ago his three sons, Edward, 
Theodore and Fred, told him it was time 
for him to retire fromAwork and take life 
easy with his wife. The old man prepared 
to abandon business. He gave away some 
of his tools and sold others. For three 
months he did nothing except sit around 
the house and read the papers. 

Then he began to fret. He longed to be 
doing something. He went out one day and 
was gone several hours. He told no one 
of his errand, but the next day he rose 
earlier than usual, went away and did not 
return until evening } 

When he came home he said he had been 
at agent Re aiaence of the day before 
was explained.
